Very well remember, when the Book cal- 
led The Conduét of the Alges firft appeared 
in the World, it met witha doubtful re- 
ception from fome who were even Friends

*'1706. the Queen hath replaced more than her

«¢ Share,and the States-Genera! have had no For- 
“ desat all in Portugal, that the Proportions be- 
“ tween King Wiliam and the States-General for 
“¢ the Service of the War in Flanders, hath not 
“ been obferved, where the States-General have 
“ furnifhed aboveT wenty thoufand eighthundred 
“ Men, -lefs than their proportion; at the fame 
“time the Conditions for prohibiting all Trade 
“ and Correfpondence with France, on which the 
«¢ Troopsof Augmentation were grantedin1703. 
«¢ hath not been obferved by the States: That the 
« Queen hath paid Three Millions one hundred 
« fifty five thoufand Crowns more than Her Pro- 
“ portion, though at the beginningof the War 
“ the Subfidies were equally paid.
